In Feilden't Magazine it is pointed 
Out by a writer on indigo that most 
'■of the blue cloth and ribbons found on 
"Egyptian mummies 5,000 years ago 
had been dyed with indigo, and that 
thecelebrated blue garments of Sidon 
the sister town of Tyre, where the an 
cient purple mentioned in the Bibb 
came from, were also found to b< 
^yed with indigo. However, it is only 
; the sixteenth century, or from 
limo of the discovery of the way 
io India via the Cape of Good Hope, 
that it has become gradually known " 
Europe. There wns used in Europe a 
blue coloring matter derived from 
tho woad or pastel plant (Isati6 tinc- 
toria), and the woad cultivators, with 
their great vested interests, strenuous- 
ly resisted the introduction of indigo, 
and actually induced the English, 
French and German governments to 
promulgate enactments against its 
use. From 1561 the struggle of the 
home grown woad against its foreign 
rival commenced, and continued for 
many years with the greatest bitter- 
ness. It is strange in these days of 
healthy competition to read that 
Henry IV. of France issued an edict 
condemningto death anyone who used 
that pernicious drug called the "dev- 
il's food." Indeed, it is only since 
the year 1737 that the French dyers 
have had the right to use indigo with- 
out restriction. In England the use 
of indigo is 6tated to have been for- 
bidden during the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, but tliis is not exactly true, 
as the edict had reference to the 
woad plant, which was submitted to 
fermentation or semi-putrefaction, 
and caused a nuisance by the vapors 
It evolved; in Germany, at Nurem- 
berg, they compelled the dyer to take 
an oath not to use "that corrosive and 
poisonous color, handed over to man- 
kind by the devil himself," and cap- 
ital punishment -ras inflicted on all 
who violated their oath. In spite, 
however, of all opposition, the struggle 
er.dod in the utter defeat of woad, 
which is now merely regarded as a 
curiosity and has ceased to be an ar- 
ticle of commerce. — Birmingham 
Post. 



The third statue in the United 
K ingdaan erected to the memory of 
women other than royalties was un- 
veiled recently nt Inverness. It was 
that of Flora Macdonald, a member 
of n formerly well-known Inverness 
family, and the cost has been de- 
frayed by the late Capt. Henderson 
Macdonald.

EYES AND NO EYES. 

A Talk by a Keen Observer on the Art 
of Seeing. 

That keen observer, John Bur- 
roughs, illustrates in an article in the 
Century, on "The Art of Seeing," the 
difference between the naturally 
acute observer and the one who sees 
only what he sets himself to observe. 

If we think birds, we shall see birds 
wherever we go; if we think arrow- 
heads, as Thoreau did, we shall pick 
up arrow-heads in every field. Some 
people have an eye for four-leaved 
clovers; they see them as they walk 
hastily over the turf, for they already 
have them in their eyes. I once took 
a walk with the late Prof. Eaton, of 
Yale. He was just then specially in- 
terested in the mosses, and he found 
them, all kinds, everywhere.

But he 
had probably seen it scores of times — 
seen it without regarding it. It was 
not the game he w as in quest of, and 
his eye heeded it not. 

Human and artificial sounds and 
objects thrust themselves upon us; 
they arc within our sphere, so to 
speak; but the life of nature we must 
meet half way; ft is shy, withdrawn, 
and blends itself with a vast neutral 
background. We must be initiated; it 
is an order the secrets of which are 
well guarded.
